ENGINEER UNCONSCIOUS 
BUT TRAIN DASHED ALONG 


EW YORK, December 23.—With the 
N throttle wide open and the en- 
gineer unconscious on the floor 
of the cab, a heavy New York Central 
locomotive drawing: gixteen cars laden 
with stone ran wild through Harlem 
early on Thursday morning, and finally 
came to a standstill, wrecked, when it 
crashed into a locomotive of the Harlem 
division in the Mott Haven yards. 

Details of the accident became gen- 
erally known for the first time last 
night through friends of the engineer, 
Elvy Deyo, of Poughkeepsie, who is now 
in Lebanon hospital, dying from burns 
and scalds. Three men who jumped 
from the train in the tunnel were lying 
unconscious at the trackside when Deyo 
last saw them. What happened after- 
wards is largely a matter of conjecture. 
The accident is said to be due to a lack 
of ventilation in the tunnel. 

Stalled on Dead Center. 

The work: train of sixteen cars left the 
New York Central station after day- 
break. It was drawn by a gigantic Ping- 
Pong engine. The engine burns hard 
coal. The top of its ghort @mokestack 
clears the roof of the Park avenue tunnel 
by only a few inches. At FPiftieth street 
the big engine became stalled on a 
“dead center.’’ Engineer Deyo tried to 
get the pistons to moving by starting 
the exhaust, but in spite of his efforts 
he could not get the Dig machine to turn 
a wheel.

London, December 23.—The visit of the 
prince and princess of Wales to India 
gives an exceptional interest to the 
thirty-ninth statistical abstract relating 
to British India, 

I contains nearly 300 pages of figures, 
but hidden away in its matter-of-fact 
columns the book contains the whole 
life story of the most romantic and re- 
markable country within the British em- 
pire. 

India—Tthat is the British India and 
the native state under British influence 
—js 1,766,597 square miles in extent, and 
has a total population of 294,000,000, or 
nearly 41,000,000 more than it had twen- 
ty years ago. 

This population lives in 2,148 towns 
the total number 
of occupled houses being 55,841,315. 
There is no back-to-the-land problem in 
India, for its urban population totals 
only 29,000,000, against 265,000,000 dwell- 
ers in the country. 

This point is emphasized in a classifi- 
cation of the occupations of the people 
of India, which shows that of the total 
population nearly 192,000,000 are sup- 
ported by agriculture. 

Rice forms the principal crop grown 
by the Indian peasantry, over 70,000,000 
acres belng cultivated for thig purpose, 
Last year the crop amounted to 439,280,- 
700 hundredweights. Wheat comes next, 
9,600,000 tons being grown last year. 

India’s Religions. 

The religions of India are many, bdut 
the population is principally Hindu or 
Mahometan. There are, in fact, 207,- 
000,000 of the former and 62,000,000 of 
the latter faith. The total number of 
Christian is 2,923,241. Of these nearly 
2,600,000 are natives. Ten years ago 
there were 700,000 fewer Christians in 
India than there are today. There are 
only 18,000 Jews in the whole of India. 

Of the total] population of 294,000,000 
nearly 277,000,000 are described as illit- 
erate. There has indeed been but little 
progress in India so far as education is 


concerned, as can be seen in the follow- 


ing comparison for ten years:

There are 763 municipalities tn Indla 


tives play no inconsiderable part. They 
are ruled by munictpal committees, with 
a total membership of 10,207, of whom 
1.345 are Europeans and 8,862 are na- 
tives. 

India has its “burden of ever-growing 
taxation,”’ like other countries. Ten 
years ago the taxes levied from various 
sources amounted to Is 6d per head. 
Last year, despite the increase in pop- 
ulation, the average per head had risen 
to Is iO I-4a, 

The state railways of India are a val- 
uable asset, and last year the net profit 
reached £860,669, the highest yet record- 
ed. It is but five years ago that a 
deficit of £620,000 was the result of a 
year’s working, while in 1897-7 the deficit 
was £1,152,000.

more than offset by receipts of money 
from nearby points. Loans were in- 
creased $1,543,100, which, considering the | 
fact that -requirements for the stock | 
speculation were large, was much below | 
the amount that was looked for. De-'| 
posits increased $1,139,900, or $836.500 
less than the sum of the expansion in 
loans, plus the gain in cash: tnerefore | 
the statement did not show a good bal- 
ance. The required reserve of 25 per 
cent cash against genera] deposits was 
augmented by $284,975. Deducting thia 
amount from the gain in cash, left $198.- 
325 as the increase in surplus reserve 
to $4,159,400. Computed on the basis 
of deposits, less those of $8,659.400 pub- 
lic funds the surplus {ts $6,324,250. Loans 
were $21,078,700 in excess of deposits, 
against $20,675,500 in the previous week.

Captain Sanders fs of an old Georgia 
family, and was a Mercer boy during the 
years 1|845-46-47-48 of the last century. 
Here he met hig old classmate, Dr. R. 
J. Massey, of this city. 
spent a week in indulging in 
reminiscences of by-gone days fully 
ty years ago. 
the fate of Genera] Forrest fully 
and one-half years during the late con- 
federate war. Captain Sanders recounts 
many interesting incidents that occurred 
during his service. For instance, 
was with the command of General Crews 
at the capture of the raider, General 
Stoneman. when Crews, 
men, captured Stoneman and 600 of his 
men, when 
within a half of mile of them. 

Also he vividly remembers once upon 
a time with Forrest he rode sixty days 
and sixty nights, not sleeping more than 
two hours at any one time, with rations 
reduced to one spare meal a day, and 
several times it ppened that the sol- 
diers had to go forty-eight hours with- 
out eating. And yet, so implicit was 
their confidence in their commander, 
within the whole army there was not 
a murmur heard during this forced 
march He mentions another time, when 
very much to his surprise, he and sixty 
other companions were caught napping 
by the federal soldiers. But they were 
in such a hurry, following ‘‘the boys in 
gray’ and being after bigger game, that 
they forgot this little batch of soldiers 
they had captured a@nd went on and left

For a man of his age, Captain San- 
ders’ mind is yet quite vigorous, On 
last Tuesday Captain Sanders spent the 
day at the Confederate Soldiers’ nome.

connected with. the command of one of 
the bravest generals that fought for the 
lost cause. 

In his elass at Mercer in 1845 were 
fourteen young men. Now at the end of 
sixty-one years five of those young men 
are living—Judge W. B. Benneit, of 
Quitman, Ga., Baptist minister and for 
thirty years judge of the county court; 
Judge John W. Burney, of Morgan coun- 
ty. who gave to the confederacy at least 
$!00,000, and who has been for many 
vears an extensive planter in Morgan 
county, besides several years after the 
war being judge of the county. court; 
Snowden Merriwether, of Merriwether, 8S. 
C., prominent citizen and extensive 
planter; Dr. R. J. -Massey, of this city, 
and himself, who was for many years 
before and after the war a prominent 
attorney in Albany, Ga. On account of 
bad health, however, he had to retire 
to the farm and lead a more active life. 
At presemt he is 77 years of age with 
many years of activity and usefulness be- 
fore him, notwithstanding Dr. Osler and 
his ehloroform theory.
